Reason 2 ; Records. According to Hub- 
ird’s “science,” the mind consists of two 
arts: 1) the analytical (corresponding 
juglily to Freud’s “conscious” mind), 
hich perceives, remembers and reasons; • 
id 2) the reactive '(something like 
rcud's “unconscious”), which neither rc- 
iombers nor reasons but simply records.’ 
formaIIv, the analytical mind is domi- 
ant. Bul.it can be “switched off” by un- 
nnsciousness from injury’ .or anesthesia, 
lore often by acute emotional shock or 
hvsicat pain. 

Then, says Hubbard, the reactive mind 
i switched on. It does not store memories, 
ut “engrams”—impressions on proto- 
iasm itself. An cr.gram is, he declares, “a 
omplete recording, down to the last accu- 
ale’detail, of every perception present in 
moment of . . . ‘unconsciousness.’ ” 
Modern man’s analytical mind, says 
•lubbard, is a perfect computing machine, 
i'.capablc of error except when it is sup- 
died with wrong data. An example, ty'pical 


of Hubbard’s cases: a woman is struck by 
a man, and while she is unconscious he 
kicks and reviles her. A chair is overturned 
and a faucet has been left running. She 
docs not "remember” these things because 
she is unconscious, but according to dia- 
nctics liter reactive mind records them all 
in an engrain. Later, the crash of an over¬ 
turned chair and the sound of running 
water might make the cr.gram “l:ey-in" to 
her analytical mind, vaguely bring back the 
pain of the kicks or actually make her ill. 

iCounf to Seven. To exorcise such a 
demon engrani, the dianetics patient lolls 
on a couch or easy chair in a dimly lit 
room. The auditor says: “W’hen I count 
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Ne*ork tlc^s .

from one to seven your eyes will close.” 
He keeps counting to sevc-n until the pa¬ 
tient's eyes close. (The patient, says Hub¬ 
bard, is still awake but in “reverie.”) In a - 
typical procedure, the auditor may next 
command: “Let us return to your fifth 
birthday.” The patient’s mind is then sup- . 
posed to slip back along its “time track” 
to that birihday. Having “returned,” he 
"relives” the experience. 

By skipping from one point on the time 
track to another, the patient eventually 
relives a variety of painful experiences. In 
so doing, he may reel from the relived 
pain of a blow' oh the head, double up with - 
stomach cramps, sweat or shiver in terror. 
Once these painful engrams have been run ; 
through the waking analytical mind, says • 
Hubbard, they lose their “charge”—their ! 
power of evil. The analytical mind puts ; 
them in a dead file like so many closed ; 
accounts. The final goal of dianetics—in 1 
its own jargon—is to make the patient a 
"clear," a person whose every engram has 
been resolved.

sistcnce that protoplasm begins to record 
engrams immediately niter conception. He 
sees the period of gestation as one of dire 
discomforts and great perils. The most 
important of all engrams, which he dubs 
“basic-basic,” is the first one received alter 
conception—perhaps during the mother’s 
examination by her doctor, or in some 
mishap before her pregnancy is known. 

Forceps Pains. Frank Dossier, an otticc 
manager at 20th Century-Fox, had dab¬ 
bled in dianetics and was persuaded to 
audit an actor’s wife who bad sintered 
from migraine. Says Dossier: “She was _ 
suffering a severe headache, but it wasn’t 
like migraine. It seemed to be sharp and 
on either side of the head. Finally, she 
actually experienced birth. She crouched 
on the couch in foetal position with her- 
head between her knees.” She attributed 
the pain she felt to the pull of the forceps 
on her head. Having relived her birth, her 
migraine disappeared. 

A couple in their 30s, Arthur and Elena 
Tracy, were auditing each other. Says 
Elena: “I’d had a great deal of illness all 
: my life—every psychosomatic illness you 
! can think of. I was in bed all through my 

■ last pregnancy and for three months after 
• it. Now I believe I’ll have no more trou- 

■ blc. I believe it with all my heart. My 
i husband took me back to what I believe 
: was the prenatal period of my life. I began 
j to feci as if I were drowning. I brought up 
‘ phlegm . . . and my eyes were running, 

; I almost choked and began gasping for 
: breath. Apparently my head was twisted 
! ,to. one side .in mv mother’s womb. The 
; pain was intense.” _ 

; Some professional psychologists have 
I taken up dianetics. Says Dr. Jean Bor- 
1 dcaux, psychotherapist (Ph.D., no M.D.): 

■ “I’m using dianetics every day and using 
| it on dozens of patients. It’ works. Hub- 
i bard made a contribution—make no rnis- 

take about that."* However. Hubbard in¬ 
sists that the treatment, even at the hands 
of an untrained layman, can do no harm. 
“On this,” says Dr. -Bordeaux, “we part 
company.” 

More specific is the concern of Dr. 

■ Pauline K. Pumphrcy (an osteopath with 
an M.D.), in whose-ultramodern Santa 
Monica home two-score dianetics fans met 
last week to pool their resources (some 
hoped to audit each other—somewhat in 
the fashion of a Buchmaniic meeting). 
There is danger, Dr. Pumphrcy holds, if 
Hubbard’s cellular theory' is right, that an 
inept auditor “contacting” the engram re¬ 
corded at the time of a severe hemorrhage, 
for example, might cause the hemorrhage 
to be repeated. 

But most dianetics fans are laymen, 
and some accept every Hubbard word as 
revealed truth. Said one: “I have trouble 
only' when I have any doubts. The main 
thing is for the auditor to subject him- 
scif to a thorough indoctrination which 
amounts to a sublime faith.” 


* Hubbard’s own opinion of his contribution: 
“The creation of dianetics is a milestone for man 
comparable to his discovery of fire and superior 
to his inventions of the wheel 3nd the arch.”

VVitnin the las* fifty years, area! advances have been made in the 
field of psychotherapy. Numerous theories have been proposed and 
techniques developed for the alleviation of psychic ond psychoso¬ 
matic aberrations. The most recent development is the science of 
dionetics, introduced by L. Ron Hubbard in May, 1950, in o book 
entitled Dionetics.- The Modern Science of Mental Health. 

. . ■ Since publication of the book, the Hubbard Dlanetic Research 
Foundation, formed for the two purposes of training qualified persons 
in dionetic theory and technique, and of conducting further research 
toward the improvement ond expansion of the theory and technique, 
has opened offices in Elizabeth, New Jersey; New York City,- los 
Angeles; Kansas City, Missouri; Chicago; Washington, D. C.,- and 
Honolulu, T. H. Incident to its training ond research programs, it 
has undertaken to process a few persons who were unable to make 
satisfactory arrangements for dionetic processing outside the 
' Foundation. 

The Foundation has trained 325 auditors (persons qualified to 
practice dionetic techniques on a professional basis), has given 
courses in nori-profesional auditing to 1005 persons, ond has set up 
research programs to further explore the field of dianetics. 

In conjunction with t'ne training program, applicants were tested for 
admission end re-tested when they had completed training. Medical 
records were kept in conjunction with processing. Sufficient date from 
these programs hos been collected to indicate the trend of changes 
resulting from dionetic processing, and they are herewith presented 
as a preliminary report. 






a brief description of dianetic theory 

The major contributions of dianetic theory to the field of psychology 
ond psychotherapy are seven fundamental assumptions: 

1. The primary drive in human beings is directed toward survival 
for the individual,':his family, his group and his species, all of which 
are equally important. Human beings solve problems of survival 
perfectly, in the light of data they have, unless prevented from doing 
so by external forces or by aberration. The analytical mind is 
postulated as the function of the individual which solves problems of 

! • survival and directs behaviour during non-emergency situations. 

2. When forces external to the individual directly and immediately 
threaten his survival, or that of his family, group or species, he 
opposes them with violent emergency reactions, until those forces 
become so strong that they injure him physically and be can no 
longer resist them. At this point he becomes "unconscious” to some 
degree, that is, his analytical mind no longer functions. This happens, 
of course, during accidents, injuries, severe illness and operations. 
The rcadiYC mind is postulated as the function which directs the 
emergency reaction of an individual under severe stress. The nearer 
the individual approaches unconsciousness and death, the more com¬ 
pletely the reactive mind controls his behaviour. . 

3. When on individual is "unconscious", he continues to record 
sensetions in detail, though these do no! become "conscious". The 
recording includes all sounds and tactile impressions, as well as the 
pain which accompanies the injury or illness which cause the “un¬ 
consciousness". The unconsciousness may be momentary and mild 
or protreded and deep. The engrom is postulated as the recording 
of any moment of pcin and unconsciousness, long or short, with its 
accompanying sensations of sound, pressure, and so on. There is no 
assumption as to the location of this recording, though there are 
indications that it may be located in the cells, or in the mid-b.ain. 
The material in the engram is not available to the analytical mind 
under ordinary conditions, since the analytical function was inter¬ 
rupted during the recording. 

4. After the individual has recovered from the period of uncon¬ 
sciousness, if a situation similar to the engramic situation occurs, the 
engram will be “keyed in"; that is, the individual will interpret the 
new situation as a dangerous one, due to its similarity to the old 
incident which actually was dangerous. When that happens, the 
reactive aind takes over the direction of behaviour, as it does in 
actual emergency situations. 
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5. After the key-iri situation, any stimulus similar to one present ir 
. the engram will act, as a sign of an emergency, the engram will be 

resfimulated, the analytical mind will be attenuated, and the reactive 
mind will direct behaviour. Thus, the individual will act as if there 
were an emergency present when there is none. 

6. V/hcn such restimulation occurs, the individual literally obeys 
phrases recorded in the engram. The reactive mind does not evaluate 

, or differentiate. Since the analytical mind is not functioning to solve 

problems, the engram itself becomes the pattern of behaviour, rigid, 
repetitive ond irrational. 

7. The aberrative ‘effect of these engrams con be removed, if the 
individual is returned to the moment of the occurrence ond can' recall 
the engram in perfect detail, while fully conscious, ond recount it 

. * ' several times. In this way, perceptions ond sensetions which were 

not previously available to the analytical function become available, 
ond are open to adequate analytical.interpretation and evaluation 
by the individual. Thus they v/ill no longer be interpreted by the 
individual as signs .of an emergency situation, and will no longer 
have the power to awaken the reactive mind to emergency behaviour. 

It is obvious from the above description that a basic theoretical 
postulate is that the analytical function is capable of refined differ¬ 
entiations, while the reactive function does not differentiate at ell. 
That is, it identifies every stimulus._in a situation with the total 
' situation and is unable to distinguish between them or to evaluate 
■ properly the total situation. 

Further refinements of the theory introduce the Tone Scale, which is 
the pattern of emergency reaction ond con be readily traced. When 
a strong threat to survival occurs, the individual attempts to deal with 
, it aggressively. Failing, he reacts first with boredom and indifference, 

attempting to escape from the threat into other fields of activity. 
If'he cannot escape, and the threat corners him, he becomes angry 
and tries to destroy it. If he is not successful, a fear reaction occurs 
ond he makes violent efforts to escape. If he cannot esccpe, he 
relapses into apathy and finally unconsciousness. 

Every time the engram is restimulated, it gains in force ond tension, 
and is more liable to later restimulation. Such incidents are called 
iocks or secondary engrams, depending upon their severity, end ore 
roughly analogous to moments of "psychic trauma" of the older 
i psychotherapies. 
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j The specific pattern of behaviour during moments of restimulation is 
complex, depending upon the nature of the engram, and the nature 
of previous restimulations. But whatever the pattern, the individual 
will obey literally the phrases which the engram contains. These 
phrases can reduce analytical function, lead to eccentric and in- 
adecuate behaviour, and cause psychosomatic illness. 

; Many psychofheropies have been based on the assumptions amongst 
‘ many others less pertinent, that a.) aberration, including psycho- 
• somcric illness, is caused by trauma; b.) aberrative behaviour fre- 
| quertfy occurs through misinterpretation of an innocuous situation 
j os a dangerous one; c.) thinking in identities is the basic cause of 
1 tnurfi. misinterpretation; and d.) the effect of the trauma could be 
1 relieved by recalling it. 


However, dianetics adds to these assumptions the new concept that 
two separate psychic functions exist, one which is flexible and 
rational, guiding behaviour through complex situations without error, 
and another which produces stereotyped reaction patterns as emer-

jhe source of these stereotyped patterns, the basic cause of aberra¬ 
tion, is a moment of pain or unconsciousness, when the analytical 
function was interrupted. Further, the concept of literal obedience to 
phreses heard during moments of unconsciousness is a new funda¬ 


mental. 


These three postulates constitute the major departure of dianetics 
from the theories of other psychotherapies. 


brief discussion of dianetic techniques 


These new assumptions lead to radical departures in technique. 


Dianetic processing is based on the ability of human beings to return 
to any period of their lifetime and recount it in detail. “Return as 
used in dianetics, differs somewhat from what is ordinarily under¬ 


stood as memory. Usually the most efficient method of remembering 
a to take from post experience only those particular facts which 


are pertinent to the problem in hand, without recalling past expe¬ 
riences in detail. Many persons "return" quite naturally, particularly 
in recalling pleasant experience. As they recall a situation, they are 
able to feel again the sensations and perceptions they felt during 
the actual experience. Visual, auditory, olfactory, tactile end taste 


imagery have been shown too often to need further demonstration. 
They have been noted not only in the field of psychology, but also 
in the various arts, and in ordinary living. Children, particularly, 


return naturally and frequently. Dionetic methods permit a pre-clear 
to return even when he does no! do so spontaneously. 

Dianetic technique is directed toward enabling the individual to 
return to moments of pain and unconsciousness and recall them'while 
fully alert and cwoke. No hypnosis is used, and dianetic "reverie is 
in no way similar to a hyp'notic'trance. No positive suggestion is used 
other than asking the individual to return. 

Since engram commands are obeyed literally, and since the basic 
cause of aberration is postulated so definitely, it is not necesscry to 
resort to the random and time-consuming methods of free associa¬ 
tion' in 'order to recover f 'past experiences which are occluded. The 
auditor simply directs the attention of the pre-cloor to incidents 
which contain phrases thot ore. important to the pre-clear and seem 
to direct his behaviour. The auditor does not suggest the phrases, 
but discovers them by questioning the pre-clear. 

When the pre-clear has returned to moments of pain or unconscious¬ 
ness, or moments of intense restimulation (psychic trauma), the cudi-or 
helps him to recall ever* detail by asking questions as to what the 
prc-clear sees, hears, feels, smells, end so on. The auditor then 
takes the pre-clear through. the incident several times with full 
perceptics (sensations and perceptions) until the pre-clear is either 
bored with the incident or finds it highly amusing. One of the most 
satisfying results of diabetic processing is this intense amusement 
and feeling of well-being that develops in'o pre-clear after running 
a severe engram which,, on first contact, caused physical pain and 
anxiety. ' . ; 

In developing dianetic'techniques, Hubbard found that engrams 
could be recovered more easily if the earliest incident on a chain 
of similor engrams was run first. Thus he attempted to return the 
pre-clear to the earliest moment possible. As he continued to work, 
he found thot pre-clcars began to recall their birth. Though surpris¬ 
ing, this was not new, since psychoanalysts have reported memories 
of birth. But in further work, pre-clears began to report memories of 
prenatal experiences. At first these memories were .viewed with 
scepticism, but they sounded so complete and realistic, the subjective 
experience of them was so intense, and the sensations reported were 
so exactly relevant to prenatal conditions, that they were tentatively 
accepted as valid. 


•Further'Work soon demonstrated that excellent results came from 
running these prenatal engrams, and earlier and earlier incidents 
were found. Although such memory seems surprising, workers in 


other fields hove reported prenatal memory, and recent experiments 


have shown that a foetus does respond to sounds outside the 
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maternal body, to moderate and loud voices as well os to bells, 
buzzers, and so on. No one supposes that the embryo or foetus 
understands words that are spoken. But a recording of sensations, 

■ including sound waves, is certainly biologically possible, ond if the 
pattern is there, it can be keyed in and restimulated after the baby 
has learned the meaning of the sounds as words. 

At present, prentital engrams appear to be highly important in 
aberration. They can be discovered in every individual, and seem 
to be the source of much of the unhappiness, inadequacy and illness 
that so haunts our society. 

Dianetic auditors prefer to use the terms ''processing" instead of 
"treatment" or "therapy", and “pre-clear" rather than "patient", 
simply because of the unfortunate connotations of the older terms. 
Few people are using their full capabilities, for all of us have aber¬ 
rations of one kind or another. Rather than infer that the whole 
population is ill, diancticists, on their evidence prefer to take the 
stand that everyone can be a highly constructive and creative 
individual,- and that everyone is interested in becoming so. Thus, 
they look upon dianetic processing more as a removal of abstractions 
than as a treatment of illness. ■ * : 


the, purpose of this study " 

' ✓ 

In choosing students for the professional classes, the Foundation 
administered psychometric tests. The results of these tests, before 
and after processing, have been collected and studied and are 
interesting enough to justify presentation. The study was begun as 
, an adjunct to the training program, and is in no sense definitive. 

.' In addition to these data, cases are presented which show improve: 
ment in psychological and physical conditions during dianetic process¬ 
ing. Individuals applying for processing at the Foundation are re¬ 
quired to have a medical examination, either by resident physicians 
at the Foundation, or by their family doctors, if the medical diagnosis 
shows evidence of present abnormalities, they are requested to have 
periodic check-ups during the course of processing. Rather remark- 
"able improvement has appeared in some cases, and a few examples 
of these ere presented as a preliminary report on intensive and 
controlled studies in progress. 

Professional students are, of course, given processing during their 
training period, and learn auditing by practicing it upon each other.

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use of psychometry in diunclics 

The purpose of this section is to outline the problems involved when 
mentcl tests of the stondar.d type ore used as instruments of measure¬ 
ment in dianetic research'. Since mental processes are measurable 
only in the individual, objective measurements of such processes are 
therefore a sine quo non for dianetic evaluation. 

If dianetic research is to be defined as “the study of human behaviour .' 
for the purpose of discovering and removing the sources of aberra¬ 
tion",. or, in other words,' os the science of mental health, a need 
arises for tools with which to pursue that study. Actually, such tools 
as do exist may or may not apply to the dynamics of dianetics, 
since its methodology has no exact parallel in the history of psy¬ 
chology. it is just this that poses a perplexing problem to the 
researcher. To quantitatively measure changes which come about 
as a result of dionetin processing, the resecrcher has no choice but 
to use psychological tests in common use throughout the country, 
although their suitability for such a purpose is at present an open 
.question.* ■- 

The solution to the whole problem lies, of course, in the setting up 
of new testing "nstruments designed specifically to measure the 
functions and factors changed in dianetic processing. The obvious 
magnitude of such an undertaking, however, mokes it prohibitive 
ot the present time. Tentative recommendations along this line ore, 
nevertheless, under way. New developments may be looked for in 
the future. 

For our present studies, therefore, use has been mode of those test¬ 
ing instruments judged by a group of . psychologists as most ap¬ 
propriate for dianetic purposes. A thorough canvass of the testing 
field was made as well as a careful sifting out of pertinent data from 
many divisions of psychological study. As a result of this survey, 
the tests finally selected included such well-known scales and measur¬ 
ing instruments as the Wechsler-Bellevue Intelligence Scale for 
Adolescents and Adults; the Minnesota Multiphasic Personality In- . 
ventory; the California Test of Mental Maturity for Adults; the Allport- 
Vernon Study of Values; the Bernreuler Personality Inventory,- the _ 
Johnson Temperament Analysis; tne California Test of Personality; the 
California Mental Health Analysis; the Pintner General Ability Tests; 
the Otis Tests of A\ental Ability; The Minnesota Paper Formboard; 
the Minnesota Clerical Test; and others. In addition to these more 

•Most tests used ot present measure existing state,. and few have been designed 
to show change, therefore their vc*.e in measuring changes which come about as 
o result of psychotherapy is questionable, except insofar os They indicate two 
diflcrcnt states before.and after therapy.

general tests, some special experimental cases were given the 
Rorschach, the Thematic Apperception Test, and the Szondi Test. 

The general statistical procedure in the testing program is the collec¬ 
tion, sorting and assembling of oil data; the condensation and 
classification of data; the presentation of data in textular, tabular 
and graphic form; and finally, the analysis and interpretation of 
results. \ . 

The mental test method employed is mainly that of time-studies or 
retests. In this method, the same individual or the same group of 
individuals is tested at different times: once before processing is 
given, and again after a number of hours of processing. The two 
test results ar.e then compared to ascertain what quantitative diff¬ 
erences, if any, show up. The attempts so far made in this respect 
have produced interesting and, in fact, significant results. Generally 
speaking, the difference between initial ability and desirable per¬ 
sonality traits shown on the pre-tests, end the improvement indicated 
by results on the retest is greater than can be accounted for on 
the grounds of norma! variation. 


The purpose of the preliminary testing program was merely to screen 
applicants for the professional course and to assist auditors' in 
classifying subjects according to level of intellectual ability and 


degree of emotional stability. The intention to use the test findings 
of this particular series as objective measurements of dianetic change 
in the pre-clear did not arise at the time. This came later when the 


results appeared to be significant from this point of view. 


Individual changes in test scores between test administrations was 
to be expected in any case, but score increases as a consistent trend 
for entire groups was something on a different order and opened a 
Wlde field for investigation. That such findings came about was 
encouraging and, offer statistical treatment verified the findings and 
showed them to be significant, it was decided to present them for 
what they are worth in booklet form. 


When it did become apparent that psychometric application objecti¬ 
fied changes due to dianetic processing, speculation arose as to 
what would happen if such a large series of cases were a rigidly 
controlled experiment set up to test the results. Such an experiment 
is now under way. This study will provide a check on the findings 
from the initial test program since if is possible that such findings 
could occur by chance in any random sampling of the population 
when no control group is used. In the experiment now being set up, 
however, both a control group and an experimental group are to 
be used and equated, insofar as is possible, in age, sex, general 
intelligence, race, and socio-economic status. On completion of this 
study, the results will be released to the public. 



summary of results on'the preliminary lest battery 

The administration of the first battery of tests took place from mid- 
August to mid-September, 1950 at the Los Angeles Department of 
the Foundation. The students were tested before processing end c 
second battery of tests was given after they hed completed (reining 
. and received the processing incident to training. For one reason or 
another a few of the students were unable to complete all the tests, 
■which explains why, bn the accompanying diagrams, the number of 
cases veries somewhat, from one test summary to another. Only those 
students who took both batteries were, of course, used in these final 
summaries. . . . 

The battery consisted of the California Test of Mental Maturity, the 
Johnson Temperament Analysis, the California Test of Personality, 
the Mental Health Analysis. These tests were chosen for preliminary 
' rough screening of student applicants. The CTMM has the advantage 
of measuring both language and non-language factors in a short 
form. The three personality tests measure different aspects of per¬ 
sonality and have been found valuable for use in schools and clinics.* 

• The California Test of Mental Maturity, Short Form, was given on 
both pre-test and re-test, since no alternate form was available. No 
work has been done on the revest reliability of this test. The pub¬ 
lishers state in their literature that evidence which they hove suggests 
that there seems to be no learning factor on a repeat test even when 
' given within a few months of. the first test, unless the subjects have 
had an opportunity to study the test in the meantime or are given 
special instructions. Naturally, no student had access to the test. 
They were not informed that they would be re-tested on the same 
form. Some practice effect probably occurred, and for that reason 
gains of less than five (Q points are not significant. 

However, the high proportion of gains as compared with tosses, as 
' well a$ the frequency of. gains above five points,' and even cboye 
ten points, suggests that a learning factor would not account for the 
total picture of gains. But it must be recognized that, due to the 
lack of adequate re-test statistics or a control group, the figures ond 
. graphs quoted on the California Test of Mental Maturity are only 
suggestive 'and can in no way' be considered conclusive. 

*Testj were given by G. Southon, Piyctiomclriit, under ike direction of 0. Ibanei, Ph.D. 
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The practice effect on objective personality tests can be considered 
negligible. A person who has insight into the test questions and 
wishes to falsify his answers may, of course, do so'. V/e feel that 
there was less incentive for our subjects to overevaluate themselves 
than would be the case when such tests are used, as they commonly 
are used, for screening in industry and educational organizations. 
By the same tok^n, there was less incentive for them to falsify the 
re-tests than the pre-tests, since the first tests were used for screen¬ 
ing, and the last simply as a check. Thus, gains on the three tests 
of personality can be considered valid within the limits of validity 
of any objective test of personality. 

The findings from the intelligence testing are illustrated in Figure 1 
Several points should be noted. In the first place, the graph is a 
summary of the number of points of gain and loss in IQ scores, and 
not of the IQ scores themselves. The heavy horizontal bar that, 
extends across the chart,' separating the points of gain from the 
points of loss, represents the !Q score of each subject at the time of 
the first testing. The points of gain or loss on re-testing ore indicated 
by means of straight lines perpendicular to the horizontal bar, each 
vertical line representing a single case. The vertical lines that extend 
upwards from the middle bar indicate by their height the number of 
points gained in IQ, while those that extend below the bar indicate 
the number of points of loss in IQ. 

The total number of cases is 88, and the time-span between test and 
re-test was approximately four weeks. The group was not only on- 
selected, but also to a high degree heterogenous. It comprised 
persons ranging in age from 22 to 66 years and of both sexes of 
which 59 were males and 29 females. Comparison of the test results 
show 4 cases with no change in IQ on the re-test, only 6 showing 
loss, while 78 showed IQ gain. Whereas the maximum loss is only 
9 points between tests, the maximum gain is as high as 26 points. 

' !t will be noted that, percentagewise, 4% of the 88 cases showed no 
change in IQ, and 24% fell within the limits of expected variation 
(+ or —5 points). Beyond these, 2% showed a significant loss and 
70% showed a significant gain. In terms of points of gain, 42% 
showed a gain of 6-10 points; 1 8 % showed a gain of 11-15 points; 
4% showed a gain of 16-20 points; and 6% showed a gain of over 
20 points.*. 

■*A Meit of the difference of the means on pre-test ond re-test groups yields a t of 
7.39 significant at the l % level of confidence. If the assumption is made that 
norma! variation of means on test-re-tes! performance is 5 points (which is ques¬ 
tionable) the Mcorc is significant at Ihc 5% level. 
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The personality, mental health and temperament comparisons show,, 
in most of the factors involved, a similar trend toward significant 
improvement on retesting. In some cases the improvement is not 
marked, while in others there is no change at all, but the over-all 
picture, nevertheless is one of unmistakeable shift in the direction of 
optimum adjustment for the entire group. 


In Figure 2, the personality components are, in each case; represented 
by two lines, the broken line for the first test results and the solid 
line for the retesting. For each component, the line extends to the 
point on the scale while marks the median percentile score ot the 
group. In a general way, the medion may be referred to as the 
middle score of a set of scores arranged in rank order. The total 
number of cases is 76. 


It can be seen that in nearly ail components the group medion on 
the re-tes! is at a considerably higher point then that shown for the 
pre-test. Note especially how all the categories classified under the 
genera] heading "Social Adjustment" are at median positions on the 
re-test line well above any point on the pre-test line. For example, 
. in one category "Community Relations” the re-test median of 85 
represents a gain of 55 percentile points above the pre-test median 
of 30. 


In mental health, the improvement trend on re-testing is illustrated 
in Figure 3. The median percentile position is again used in each 
category for comparison between tests; The Total Score point, which 
is c summation of the results of all sub-divisions of the test, shows on 
the re-test a 15-percentile point gain over the first test results, and 
agein the median score of the group on the re-test is well above the 
median score on the pre-test in most categories. 


So far we have been considering comparisons between tests on the 
basis of median percentile scores. Another way of making the com¬ 
parison is to use averages. This method and its results are illustrated 
in Figures 4, 5, and 6. The first two refer to the personality and 
mental health tests respectively, while the third illustrates the findings 
from the Johnson Temperament Analysis, expressed in averages. 
The personality and mental health diagrams require little comment 
here, since the general picture is similar to the findings already dis¬ 
cussed above. 
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It should be noted that the temperament scale provides ratings for 
nine different traits. Reference to Figure 6 shows that the group of 
73 coses improved in temperamental characteristics on the re-test in 
oil nir.e traits. Note the manner in which the solid line, which repre¬ 
sents the re-test averages, cuts across the broken line which stands 
for the overage, scores of the group on the pre-test. It is desirable 
that the scores on the first four traits listed at the left of the profile 
be higher and that the last four traits be lower in score-vclue. That 
is, high scores on the first four traits represent a good adjustment 
and worm interpersonal relationships, while low scores on the last 
four traits indicate good adjustment, especially emotional stability. 
On the re-test, the group average is higher on the.first four troits 
then on the pre-test; and lower on the last four traits than on the 
pre-test. Thus, the group shows an increase in the traits of sympathy, 
cordiality, activity and self-mastery, and shows c decrease.in the 
traits designated depressive, critical, nervous and subjective. The 
average score on aggresion did not change much. This is interesting 
in view of the fact that aggressiveness is neither desirable nor un¬ 
desirable in itseif, unless extreme in either direction. Its interpreta¬ 
tion ir. a personality picture depends upon its relationship to other 
frails, and in a constellation of desirable traits, aggressiveness is a 
valuable asset. 

Thus it can be seen that there is a definite trend in the direction of 
higher intellectual ability and greater personal and social ad]ustmen! 
in the groups under consideration as a result of dlanetic processk.g 
received incident to training. That such improvement should be re¬ 
fected in the test results is also significant, since it, suggests a way 
of objectively testing the claims of dianefics by means of outside, 
disinterested and impersonal sources. ' 

it is true that in the present study no control group was used end 
also true that various factors have entered which would be held 
constant, minimized or eliminated altogether under proper experi¬ 
mental controls. Yet it must be granted, within the limitations 
mentioned, that the general finding of consistent improvement for 
the groups tested does signify something more than a chance 
happening, and is of moment for persons interested in dionetics and 
its potentialities for the good of all mankind. 


individual profile records 

Figures 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11 show the individual profile records of 
' five of the students included in the main sample. These ore pre- 
j j sented os examples of improvement in individuals, as a supplement .. ■ 
to the summary graphs. They are self-explanatory, 
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individual profiles on the Minnesota multi phasic 
personality inventory 

Although’ the California Test of Personality, the California Mental 
Health Analysis, and the Johnson Temperament Analysis were used 
in the student screening program at its initiation in Los Angeles, it 
is felt that these tests have not had as wide a use nor are they as 
well-known os other personality tests available. Consequently, the 
Minnesota Multiphasic Personality Inventory is used in the present 
- battery for student screening in Los Angeles and in Elizabeth. It 
is also given, among other tests, to pre-clears entering for processing. 

. .The rclotive invalidity of any objective test in estimation of person¬ 
ality factors is well recognized. But the ease and rapidity of ad¬ 
ministration as compared with the projecti-. o tests makes them more 
acceptable in any large-scale program of testing or screening. For 
; this reason, they are used constantly throughout the industrial and 
educational systems of the country. While recognizing their de- 
'ficicncies, the Foundation uses them as a rough indication of per- 
•, - sonciity trends, and they are presented as such.- In eddition, the 
Minnesota Multiphasic has been found very helpful to auditors in 
dianetic diagnosis, when an item analysis of the test is used. The 
statements included in the test come very close to many engramic 
’ . phrases that are common in our society, ond a detailed study of 

1 test responses, without consideration of the profile has been, found 
highly interesting in the light of dianetic theory. 

Two profiles, before and offer testing ore presented, merely os an 
interesting indication of the effect of only a few hours of processing 
on test performance. . 

Case 920 L—The pre-clear was an applicant for the professional 
course, o woman, single, ege 24. Her original application for en- 
... tranae into the-course was rejected due, in port, to the trends noted 

' on tf)< Minnesota Multiphasic Profile, specifically the high scores on

Five weeks after the date of the first test, she returned to the Founda¬ 
tion to re-apply, and was re-tested at that time. In the interim she 
had had fifteen hours of processing, and had discharged grief on 
thrze incidents.

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report of a typical ease history 

In order to acquaint readers with dianetic methods end results in a . 
specific ease, the following brief cose history is presented. 

Case 1014 L—The pre-clear is 31 -years old, a woman,. married. ■ 
Before processing she showed evidence of serious emotional in- . 
■stability, periods iof depression, severe anxiety. Her gestures were 
jerky and erratic. Concentration and attention were poor. Verbali¬ 
zations were frequently irrelevant and excessive. Affect was in- 
appropricle and she showed marked excitability. In her interper¬ 
sonal relationships, her marital relations particularly were unhappy 
and marred by frequent, violent quarrels. 

On the Wechsler-Bellevue Intelligence Scale, Form I* she achieved 
a Verbal IQ of 111, a Performance IQ of 111, and a Full Scale 
IQ of 110. The scatter between subtests was wide, averaging 3.0 
' points away from the Vocabulary Score.** 5uch a scatter pattern 
suggests that the pre-clecr's mental abilities were no‘ well-balanced, 
and the particular subtests in which she achieved the lowest scores 
suggest that her ability to concentrate and to form abstract concepts 
was blocked.*** 

She wgs given 85 hours of processing by a professional auditor, over . 
a period of one month. During this time 46 engrams were contacted 
and reduced or dcintensified. Most of. the incidents contacted had 
occurred in the prenatal area, and the majority of these occurred 
during the first month of life. Two late life incidents were run, one 
of them a major operation. Short incidents leading up to birth were 
contacted, but birth itself was not run. Some grief was discharged, 
but fluent discharge of grief was inhibited by engrams containing 
apathy phrases and ally computations which had not yet been 
reduced. “ 

The content of the engrams reduced demonstrated an emotionally 
unstable relationship between the pre-clear's mother ond father. 
Constant repetition by her mother of such phrases as "There isn't 
any feeling any more”, 'I don’t want it,” There s nothing left any 
more," "It's all gone,” "Everything's so different,” "I'm not myself 
any more,” "Leave me alone,” and so on seemed to have caused 

.T' the pre-clear’s expressed feelings of insecurity and anxiety in her 
marital situation, including feelings of coldness toward her husband. 
This syndrome gradually decreased as engram after engram with 
such content was run. • • r

. the pre-clear’s attitude toward her mother, which hod been one of 
fear and hatred, become warmer and more understanding. This 
chcnge demonstrates the fact, observed often in processing, that 

■ as engrams are reduced, hostility toward the family disappears, in 
spite of the fact that the pre-clear discovers somev/het unpleasant 
facts about his family. 

•Although the pre-clear often entered a session with a feeling of 
apathy, grief or angry restlessness, sfre contacted the engram or 
engrams underlying the emotional distress during the session and 
left the session in a high tone, feeling much better about herself 
and her life situation. In each case, the engram or engrams reduced 
were directly related to the pre-clecr’s feeling ond verbal expression 
'as she enlered the session, both in content and in phraseology. 

■ Literal dramatization, of engrams during restimulation was demon¬ 
strated again and again during the course of processing. 

After the 85 hours of processing, the pre-clear was observedly more 
relaxed and a! ease, her emotional stability had markedly increased, 

' she was able to handle her marital situation rationally ond calmly. 
Her behaviour showed an absence of the tension and erratic gestures 
ond verbalizations thet had been present. Concentration and at¬ 
tention were better. Affect was appropriate, verbalizetions no longer 
irrelevant or excessive, excitability decreased. 

A re-test on the Wechsler-Selievue Intelligence Scale, Form II showed 
a Verbal IQ of 113, a rise of 2 points; a Performcnce IQ of 1 1 8, a 
rise of 7 points; ond a Full Scale IQ of 1 1 9, a rise of 9 points. In 
’’ addition, the scatter from the Vocabulary Score was only 2.2 
average, and only the Arithmetic and Picture Completion Scores* 

' still deviated significantly, though not so much os they had on the 
first test. Vocabulary Score,' incidentally, was exactly the same 
on pre-test ond re-test, 13. 

■ .Such improvements should, of course, be checked over a longer 
period of time. Still, they suggest that at least temporary relief 
resulted from dianetic processing. These improvements were noted 
in spite of the focts that b.) no engrams.hod been erased, (all con. 
tacted were reduced or deintensified); b.) basic apathy engrams had 
not been contacted; and c.) the pre-dear was still unable to dis¬ 
charge grief effectively due to the'blocks caused by the remaining 
apathy engrams ond ally computations. 1

ph y s| c°ns interested iVdianclics generally desire that several months 
of observation follow the release of a psychosomatic "illness" by 
dianelic processing, before the ccse con be pronounced secure and 
'■ * he resiJ,f5 Permanent. • In concurring with this desire, dianetics will- 
. rngly suspends the reloose of results during such a period on a large 
number of cases which have been processed and which have se¬ 
cured a . good release and apparent recovery from o .psychosomatic 
illness as a result of processing. 

The following cases ere only those which have had on adequate 
waiting period to determine whether or not processing has perma¬ 
nently relieved a psychosomatic condition. 

Three cases follow which have been pronounced freed of psychoso¬ 
matic illness by physicians. Appended efter these is a list of cases 
. which hove been validated by'medicol examination. ' Originals of 
■ the medical examinations ‘ and . radiology with certifications are 
available for inspection at the foundation by physicians and other' 
qualified persons. 

Case 101SA.. D. J. {See X-ray plates.! extract of original medical 
examination, June 9, 1950: "Radiographic examination of your

Foundation from non-professional auditors who have hed no more 
training in dianelics than reading the book or studying in a non¬ 
professional course. One of the great advantages of dianetics is J 

that any intelligent person con audit, and no harm can be done. 

An unskilled auditor may not be able to accomplish much with n • * ' '

Beyond making his pre-clear slightly uncomfortable for a few days 
by restimulating an engram without reducing it, a poor auditor will . j • 

simply accomplish nothing. Any discomfort experienced under these i 

conditions would be no worse than the pre-clear normally experiences r 

when cn engram is rcslimuloted in his ordinary day-by-day living. .1 

II should be noted, however, that crimincl use of the basic tenets 
of.dianetics can produce psychotic breaks. ^ 

One of the most spectacular results of dianetic technique can be 
seen in the ''assist". Dianeticists use this term to refer to short runs 
given immediately after injuries or operations for the purpose of . I 

removing the aberrafivc effect of the period of pain and uncon¬ 
sciousness. An assist on minor injuries can be run quickly. When 


this technique is used, healing is much more rapid than, under or¬ 
dinary conditions, and the shock and other post-injury effects ere 
effectively reduced. 

Although people working in dianetics use the assist constantly 
whenever minor injuries occur, or when friends are involved in major 
accidents or operations, no controlled study has been completed on 
the effects of the technique as yet. However, such a study is cur¬ 
rently under way and will be reported as soon as it is complete. 

Dianetics can also be applied os immediate alleviation of restimula¬ 
tion. Emotional upsets, nervous strain, tension, and other eberreted 
symptoms appearing in most of us during the course of daily living 
can be relieved or removed temporarily by rapid, efficient techniques 
requiring only a few minutes of time. Such work is done constantly 
by dianeticists on themselves and on their friends. These techniques 
have been found to be highly usefui in personnel work, in relieving 
re5timuiation in employees. Companies who have instituted such 
programs, carried out by competent auditors, have seen a rapid 
improvement in their efficiency of operation and in employee 
relations. 


conclusion 

The Foundation presents ihis report as a brief survey of some of the 
work done by the Foundation during its first-six months of operation. 

Obviously, research in the field of psychotherapy, end especially 
in such a broad field as dianetics, requires time end ccreful, thorough 
planning. Studies measuring clinical improvement Gre usually ex¬ 
tended not over months, but over years. Even though a pre-clear 
himself can give a glowing subjective report, and though change in 
his abilities and behaviour is. easily seen by friends and fcmiiy, it 
is difficult to measure adequately improvement in psychological dis¬ 
orders. A great deal more work needs to be done in this direction, 
and the Foundation is proceeding with it cs rapidly os possible. 

We in the Foundation urge scientists in ali fields, particularly (hose 
working in biology and the.social sciences, to test dianetic theory 
and technique in their own laboratories and under their own con¬ 
trolled conditions. Psychologists, psychiatrists, physicians, physiolo¬ 
gists, neurologists, sociologists, biologists and other scientists can con¬ 
tribute valuable assistance to dianetics, even while carrying on cur¬ 
rent and planned projects of their own. Dianeticists arc eaaer to 
cooperate with any worker who would like to test or explore dia¬ 
netics. Dianetic theory and technique can be applied in many areas, 
and it seems'to offer pregnant possibilities for new ideas and fur¬ 
ther development even in such seemingly unrelated fields as neu¬ 
rology end politics. 



We-wish to'thcnk those scientists and'institutions who have already 
participated in dionetic research and have applied it in their own 
fields. They have been of great assistance to.the Foundation and 
to the science of dianefics. 

As soon as possible a bulletin will be issued suggesting possible lines 
of research an<J possible uses of dianctics in standard research, and 
outlining plans for experimental work. It will be sent to. anyone who 
would.like to sec it. The Foundation is eager to send professional 
auditors with adequate previous training in various scientific fields 
to any hospital, clinic, school, industry or other organization to help 
outline plans for research. Of course, there will be no charge for 
such information or cooperation. 

The Foundation will also be glad to assist any organization in setting 
up a constructive program for the application of dionetics to its own 
particular needs. 

Non-professional auditors all over the country can offer invaluable 
aid to the Foundation by sending in case histories and notes on their 
work in dianefics. Independent groups existing in many cities hove 
already made excellent contributions to dionetics in disseminating 
information about it, helping people to fnd co-auditors, and sub¬ 
mitting notes fq the Foundation. We wish to thank sincerely all those 
people who have done such work. 

The Foundation has no intention of monopolising dionetics for finan¬ 
cial or any other gain. Rather it desires to become a coordinating 
center for work that will be done outside of it. It stands ready to 
assist organizations and individuals in ony way possible in the further 
development of dionetics, while extending and carrying forward its 
present research and training programs. 

We who are working with dionetics have seen so much of what it 
can do, and have become so enthusiastic about its effects and pos¬ 
sibilities, that it is difficult to moderate our statements about it or . 
our expressions of eagerness to see it develop further. We hope that 
more and more people, from all fields, will join us in our exploration 
end our work.

In a recent letter (January 13; to the Journal of the American 
Hedical Association, Samuel Ravitch, HD, Camarillo, California, makes 
a number of statements about Dianetics which I feel deserve an answer. 

The facts about’ the Hubbard Dianetics Foundations are briefly 
as follows : there are in existence as of this date -seven Foundations 
one each in'New York City, Y/ashington D.C., Chicago, Honolulu, 

Kansas City, Los Angeles, and Elizabeth, New Jersey, the latter being 
the headquarters. There are two training centers in the United Suates, 
one in Elizabeth and one in Los Angeles. However, there were not 
as Dr. Ravitch states a thousand people enrolled for the first course 
in Dianetics offered in Los Angeles. The number was just over a hundred. 
The tuition was five hundred dollars for a course that lasted thirty^ 
days, beginning 8 A.K. and ending late at night each day. Of that first « 
class only twelve qualified as professional auditors at the end of tne 
four weeks. During the monbh that followed, as a result of^re-examina^ions 
about another forty were qualified. Among the suudenus in that firso 
course were psychologists, dentists, several HD's and DO's, attorneys, . 
and engineers, and in fact, most of the professions were represented. 

There were also people -- about one-third — who did not have previous 
professional standing of any kind. Host of these were of good intelligence 
although a few people.were admitted who would not be acceptaDle under . ■ 
our present standards. The percentage of people who qualify after taking 
these courses continues to be about fifty percent of those'enrolled. 

This is an indication that even at this early date the Foundations are 
striving to set up and to maintain standards. 

Much has been made of the fact that the first article on 
Dianetics aooeared in Science Fiction Eagazine. To anyone who knows the 
publishing Held, the difficulty of getting an article on a new science 
li a a magazine of, say, the standing of Scientific American need hardly 
be stressed. Actually, despite its title. Science Fiction magazine nas_ 
considerable standing in scientific circles. Its editor is a .graduate m 
physics from the Hassachusetts Institute of Technolop-. In 1938 it 
ran a series of articles on new developments in atomic energy researc 
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•which gained it wide acceptance in scientific and university ciroles. 

Today fully fifty percent of its readership is made up of professional 

-people. 

Dr. Kavitch has adopted-the popular label "cult" in discussing 
Dianetics. In the past such a term has boon used to designate vague 
minded religions, mysticisms, and other developments which do not have 
any specific techniques which can be’examined and applied by individuals 
no*natter how far away they are from the original discoverer. And it is 
here that the root of this matter, lies. A more belief cannot be investigated. 
A technique can be. Nearly two hundred pages of Hubbard's book discuss 
and describe techniques whereby people can use Dianetics vo auaxt each 
.other.' ..These .techniques are .basicly simple, and at any of the hound anions- 
it can be proved that they work every time. The. scientific critics to 
whom Dr. Kavitch refers'are many times individuals who have merely read 
the book and have folt that the claims made are exaggerated or who have 
criticized the content of the book on the basis of the past experience ox 
other professions. 


I am sure that.all sensible people will agree that it is not as 
hard nor does it take as long to learn how to bandage a fingor as it does to 
oerform an appendectomy. • There are degrees of skill involved. 

' The basic idea of' Dianetics is that there are numerous moments of 
oain and unconsciousness in every person's back.history and that these 
continue to affect the individual whether he knows it or not. Hubbard 
calls -these“-moments -of -pain -and unconsciousness "engrains" and .states .than 
many so-called psycho-somatic illnesses derive from them. Hubbard also 
discovered that during such moments of unconsciousness a part of the mind 
recorded words and other sounds which occurred around the individual and 
that these wtjrds had the potentiality of acting upon the body and mind of 
tho victim'com pul's ive or hypnotic commands. He thereforo urged 
among other things that doctors and people who might find themselves -in. 
the vioinity of an injured or unconscious person refrain from conversation ■ 
of any kind because it might be aberrative. Hubbard not only oifered this 
theory but also gave spocific techniques for bringing up into the open 
words spoken in such moments of unconsciousness and reducing and eliminating 
from the individual's nervous system the pain and the unconsciousness. 

The techniques involved are not difficult to .learn and one might say that 
they.are primarily concerned with building up the memories of the past of 
the'person being audited. 


Unquestionably a "lunatic fringe" has gathered around Dianetics, 
but then every doctor has his entourage of neurotics. Despite this noisy 
following and despite some errors that have been made within the 
Foundations themselves, the fact that standards are being adherred to 
should have the support of all those interested in channelizing Dianetics 
as a-profession. I think it is only sound that the Foundations have the ■ 
right to publicize Dianetics on a dignified level and this will be done as 
a basic policy desDito tho occasional errors, but the Foundations do not 
believe in individual auditors advertising except on a basis comparable to 
that of the medical profession. Tho Auditors’ Association on the ’.Vest Coasi 
is planning to weed out if necessary its more flamboyant members. In this 
they will receive tho full support of the Foundations to the extent that • 
on their recommendation the offending person’s qualifying certificate will 
be revoked. This does not mean that all Dianetic advertising will cease. 
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K&ny people who have not taken any course whatsoever are advertising 
themselves as Diuretic auditors. The Foundations propose .gradually to 
iriake the public aware of this distinction between auditors qualified and 
auditors not qualified -- the former do not advertise. 


It should be pointed out that there are medical doctors and 
psychiatrists who support Dianetics.Others are waiting for further 
evidence before committing themselves one way or another. In Feoruary 
'the Foundation in Elizabeth will issue a validation pamphlet which will be 
available to anyono who cares to write for it. This will be one step 
of many that'will help to establish tho validity of Hubbard’s techniques. 
Meanwhile, a number of individuals like Dr. Ravitch have made the error 
of jumping to a conclusion and of adopting un antagonistic position from 
*which -they-will"*eventually-vhave -to -.withdraw.

There is also stated to be status of Patron of Science^ and that of 
Contributo r. Mo proof of Membership has been supplied to the Better 
Business Bureau, although it was requested,. 

It .is .stated that .as soon as the current membership drive has been 
completed, a manual of civil defense will be published by the or¬ 
ganization, The proceeds from this manual, the Bureau is advised, 
will be used to gain public contributions to the Library. The Bur¬ 
eau was further advised that "already existing contact in the United 
.Nations will be utilized to secure a U.N. Charter for the organization." 
When questioned concerning as to who the U.N. contact might be, the Denver 
representative of the subject could not remember the name. 

The Bureau is further advised that "The Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, 

Inc., personnel has taken loyalty, oaths to the U.S. Government and 
screens out all subversives." 

The name "Agnes Dobson" appears to be signed to letters of solicit¬ 
ation for membership. The Denver office of the subject advised the 
Bureau that Agnes Dobson was originally employed as a stenographer 
in the office, but her present whereabouts is unknown. The Denver 
office consists of one room in a remodeled house located on the.out¬ 
skirts of the business district. The office is manned by two employees, 

.a man-and.-a girl. 

As stated, the Allied Scientists of the World is to be sponsored and 
backed by the Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, The Hubbard Dianetic Re¬ 
search Foundation was incorporated in the State of Ntw Jersey on April 
17, 1950. In June, 1951, the New Jersey Board of Medical Examiners 
informed the National Better Business Bureau that proceedings had been c 
instituted against the Foundation for "conducting a school teaching

The summons was served in January 1951 and the case was to have been 
tried on the 5th of June, In the meantime, the Foundation closed and 
left the State of Now Jersey. A news item of May 15th mentioned that 
a bank account and office furniture of the.Foundation were attached 
for an unpaid printing bill of $2,723, Early in 1951, the Hubbard 
Dianetics Foundation was incorporated in the State of Kansas and sub¬ 
sequently went into receivership, the receivership petition alleging 
that the corporation was originally set up in California; that af¬ 
ter incurring debts there it was moved and a new corporation formed 
in New Jersey. The Wichita district court upheld the receivership . 
and the case is now pending before the Kansas Supreme Court,

As .was only expected Mr. Field was most cooperative, and although .he could ..not 
relinquish the files he instructed his secretary to photocopy any and all 
material which I desired. He refused payment for this service although it was 
very extensive. The amount of material was so massive that even as I start to 
nictate this report, they have not finished copying all of it completely and 
it was not until February 6th that I was able to obtain any of the photocopies.

This is an attempt in a factual'way to bring you up to date on the subjects of 
our bulletins dated March 1, 1952 and its supplement dated May 28, 1952, which 
w'ero sent to all Bureaus, (We havo a few extra copies of each.) 


Use Pages. 2 and 3 of March 1, 1952 for background material, including description 
of dianetics taken from Hubbard, ( • ' 


'The original"Hubbard“Dianetics Foundation'Inc,, a Kansas corporation, of which 
Hubbard was a principal, is completely washed up through bankruptcy. 

It3 assets were acquired through the trustee by another corporation headed by Don 
Purcell, a Wichita business man of good repute as to business integrity. It now 
operates along lines described on pages 2 and 3 above, giving "treatments." and 
training "auditors". 


Public inquiry regarding dianetics in Wichita should be answered according to the 
above, keeping in mind the fact that Hubbard is not connected with this foundation, 
and that this is simply one of the numerous institutions of the kind (see below). 

Hubbard College did not really get into operation before it was sold to a woman , 
promoter'.who, for your .information only, -has -since been returned -to -a -state insti¬ 
tution, for the insane. 

Wichita Bureau has no information as to .the whereabouts or activities of Hubbard. 

In December, 1952 he vras reported in Philadelphia, where newspapers carried a story 
as to how two deputy U. S. marshals in;attempting to serve a summons on Hubbard in 
a bankruptcy case, presumably-of the original-Hubbard Dianetics Foundation in 
New York and New. Jersey, were beaten up.■ 

It should be kept in mind in dealing with this subject that although Hubbard was 
the founder of so-called dianetics and is usually given a build-up in any publicity, 
there are now a number of practitioners throughout the country who may once have 
had some connection with Hubbard or. may stem from some of the other set-ups that 
have since sprung into existence. Whether or not such operators have the sanction 
of Hubbard does not seem to us to be important, for obvious reasons*

None of the above have been contacted or verified by this Bureau. 

Spokane B3B identifies an ’'Institute of Scientology" or "College of Dianetics" 
in that city, and refers to similar outfit in Seattle, probably the one referred 
to above, and_has_been told that there are several in Portland. 

Spokane *s informant referred to the use and sale of a device he called Mathison 
Quiz Meter, and also referred to it as an "Electropsychometer." Time Magazine in 
December 1952, carried an article about Hubbard and his "new science of mental 
therapy called Scientology" with a picture of Hubbard working on one of his 
"patients 11 with a device that he called "electropsychometer." The picture is said 
to resemble a device he used in Wichita in pre-bankruptcy days when he called it an 
"electrodynameter." It is supposed to locate disturbing incidents that occurred 
in a personls past, which is the basis of his treatment as described in our bulletin 
of March 1, 1952. -

Personally speaking: Returning to our office after an absence of about two months 
we are "moved" to get- out this bulletin instead of devoting the time to trying to 
clear up.our desk,- by receipt of.copies of some inter-Bureau correspondence on the 
subject, reminding us that quite some time ago we had covenanted with ourself that 
wo would try to bring this thing up to date on as nearly a factual basis as possible 
.for us to do. 

Particularly "moving" are the statements'made to the Spokane Bureau by the secretary- 
treasurer of the Spokane Institute of Scientology, especially about Hubbard, which 
we feel have very little foundation ir. fact. 

However, in our opinion dianetics or Scientology or whatever they may call it next, 
is a subject that Bureaus will be asked about in increasing volume, probably far 
exceeding that regarding the now deceased "Archbishop of Moscow", and there will be, 
according to our experience already, this difference in the quality of the inquirers: 

The folks who ask you.about dianetics will be mostly in a higher bracket mentally _ 

college or partially college-trained, business and professional people who are 
frustrated and confused — as who isn't.' It is quite probable that* it will be played 
up extensively as a treatment for alcoholism, and of course there is always the 
possibility that it will get a big play in connection with all sorts of mental 
diseases, including insanity. We call your particular attention to the statement of 
Hubbard (in our first bulletin) that "we (dianetics) are out to replace medicine in 
three years." Hubbard's misadventures financially have doubtless *slowed his progress 
personally, but the idea seems to be gaining. 

In view of these possible developments it seems important that Bureaus -be in a 
position to deal with the subject factually, and we hope that the three bulletins we 
have issued, with- those from other Bureaus, will provide a start in that direction. 

As of now, our policy in handling public inquiries on the subject' sums up about 
like this: '

dicine in the next three years,. Y/e had better get a move on." 

L, Ron Hubbard was born.March 13, 1911 in Nebraska; educated at George 
Washington University as a mathematician, and has worked in the fields of - 
ethnology and general exploration. He is also known as a writer of science- 
fiction, His book, "Dianctics, the Modern Science of Mental Health," was 
published by Hermitage House.in 1950. 

This Bureau has made no attempt to evaluate any of the claims made by and . 
for dianetics, nor has it been furnished sufficient evidence to support - 
such claims. Y/e have no information to indicate that the question of - 
whether dianetics processing conflicts with laws governing the practice 
of medicine or the healing arts-has ever been adjudicated, except in ‘ 

-Hawaii-as previously-mentioned, Y'e -have -been informed,-v/lthout verifi- . 
cation, that New York has recently passed a state law specifically regu- - . 

lating this type of practice, . ■ ......

Indications are that you will be receiving inquiry regarding Dianetics, 
Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Hubbard College, L. Ron Hubbard, et al, and 
that this situation ( I almost said "mess" j is going to get bigger before 
it gets smaller and that it will be somev/hat difficult to distinguish be¬ 
tween the various elements* 

This bulletin is meant to supplement our bulletin of. March 1, v?hich should 
ncav be used principally for background information. 

L. Ron Hubbard v:e believe is no longer connected with the Hubbard Foundation 
or Hubbard College. He is said to be in Phoenix, Arizona but I have no 
verification on this. On June 3, 1952 he was ordered by federal bankruptcy 
court to show cause why he should not be cited for contempt of court for 
alleged failure to return certain lectures, tape recordings and similar 
property that.were considered the property of the Foundation, 

James M. Elliott, Hubbard's,associate .in Hubbard College and .very briefly 
connected with the Foundation prior to its bankruptcy, is wanted on a felony 
war rent on charges that he unlawfully took similar property .from the Foun- . 
dation in February, 1952. ■ j

Hubbard and Elliott have "sold" Hubbard College to one Virginia L, Piggott 
who presumably will continue to operate under that name,. Mrs. Piggett's 
qualifications for operating a college to teach dianetics are not known to 
us. She'is known here as a promoter in various types of enterprises with 
her divorced and deceased (V) husband. Further than this at the moment I 
cannot give you a "quotable quote" but extreme caution is suggested, 

Hubbard Dianetics Foundation is continuing to operate under the original 
name up to new, Don Purcell (see report) and associates after the bank¬ 
ruptcy bought the physical assets from the referee, and presumably will 
continue along the same lines, without the services of Hubbard, with whom ■ 
they are feuding. Purcell has a good reputation as to business integrity. 

Y.'here or when or if Allied Scientists of the Y'orld will show up again re- 
.mains to be seen. This and International Library of Arts and Sciences ware 
creatures of Hubbard, and stopped active operations as a result of the bank¬ 
ruptcy proceedings. 

Judging by inquiries vre are receiving from non-Bureau cities throughout the 
country you will doubtless be asked about the concern mentioned first above,' 
and it will be important to make the distinction* I hope the above will be 
helpful, and v/ill be glad to try to answer further questions.

His latest 
otogy is compounded of equal' parts of 
science fiction, dianetics (with “auditing.” 
"preclears” and engrains), and pin in jab- 
berwocky.* Hubbard has preached his gos¬ 
pel to the British; he spent last week 
. drumming for converts in Philadelphia. 

Awed by his own accomplishments, .Hub- 
, bard has awarded himself the degree of 
- “D. Sen.”—doctor of scicntology. 
f E-Meter Readings. It all began when . 
1 Hubbard added an electrical gadget to his 
V*-. dianetic auditing—an “elcctropsychomc- 
ter” or “E-meter,” something like a lie de¬ 
tector. The subject holds electrodes in'his 
hands, and a dial needle records changes ■ 
in current when he tells about deeply dis¬ 
turbing things in his past. Hubbard found 

■ that some of his subjects could not locate 

■ “painful ■ prenatal experiences” anywhere 

V on earth, but when he asked them whether 
these things had happened on another 
planet, the needle jumped like crazy. >! 

This was enough for Hubbard. He 
scrapped, his old dianetics “time track” ■■ 

; (running back to the moment of the sub- 
■ ject's conception ) and soared off through 
“whole track” cosmic space. In a number 
of booklets and pamphlets on scicntology. ■ 
and “elcctropsychometry.” he tells how 
he has discovered and isolated “Life En-

Everyone, it seems, is 74 trillion years,

preconception pains as fast as possible. 

The subject may be disturbed because of 
unimaginable horrors perpetrated on his 
theta being in outer space billions of years 
ago. (“Things arc as rough in outer space 
as they are here.” says a devout Hub- 
bardian. “Anything can happen.”) If a' . 
subject has a pain in his jaw, it may be . 
that in an earlier spiral he was a clam. If 
this pain is associated with fear of falling, 
he must have been a dam that was picked 


up by a bird and dropped on the rocks. 

Whenever the subject starts to babble 
about the terrible conditions on Venus or 
the moon, the scientologist knows that he 
is on the beam. More mundanely, it the 
subject gets up to date enough to remem¬ 
ber his own conception of the first cellu¬ 
lar subdivision of his body matter, it may, 
Hubbard says, cure his cancer.

I have read the cases submitted by counsel on both sides, 
and while there are expressionsin many of them that detract from 
the principle contended for by plaintiff's counsel, I am ready to 
admit that the cases do go a very long way and perhaps to a point 
that where a father is ordered to pay so much for the support of 
his child and the child dies the following day, that the mother 
could collect the money, each month, until the, child (had he lived) 
reached the age of. majority. This is, of course, silly, but it is 
the only rational rule that can be gathered from the principles laid 
down by the Supreme Court. I say this for the reason that the 
•Supreme Coudt has apparently said that the only possible way a ' 
father can be protected against a judgment of this kind is where 
the.child is adopted — and that, solely and entirely because of 
the particular wording of the adoption statute. 

_ I don't want to flaunt a clear rule of law laid down by 
the Supreme Court, ridiculous though it may be, but, because of 
the fact that fathers have claimed credit for contributions that 
they contend they made for the benefit of the child and have 
claimed credit for a few weeks or months that they have actually 
had the custody of.the child, a situation was created that made it 
difficult if not impossible to determine what, in equity, he should 
pay. This, it seems to me, has led the Supreme Court into error or 




into making unwise statements, in that they do not recognise the 
difference between juds»e»ts for support, which have to do entirely 
and completely with a future condition or events, and a judgment 
that is determinative of the rights of parties, based entirely upon 

past events. 

However, there are many expressions in the cases which 
make it difficult for me to determine Just *at the Supreme Court 
means. For Instance, in the very last case, that of Wheeler vs. 
Wheeler, 137 Wash. Dec, 150 at Page 159, after they have held 
that the mother cannot waive the payments and that the eourt could 
not retroactively change the amount of the payments, Judge Beals

says:

If this means .hat it says, certainly it is direct authority for 
the proposition hare that the defendant should hit be held liable

: Moreover, the equities of the case seem to me to clearly 
entitle the defendant tus- credit for the time when the boy was 
permanently away from the mother, when the mother assumed absolutely 
no financial responsibility for the child and that entire respon¬ 
sibility rested upon the parents of the father. The mother says 
she doesn’t want the money. The child, in effect, says the same 
thing, though he did not say it in so many words. It seems to m. 
it would be inequitable and, I think, illegal, to require this man 
to pay the mother for the support of the child, when she didn't 
support tho child. In other words, this Judgment Is for a future 
event and future status and future condition. When this event and 
this status and this condition ceases to exist, the very basis for

Hubbard’s interest in the mind was from the standpoint 
of physical energy and, later, anthropology. A member of tie 
Explorer's Club in good standing for eighteen years, Hubbard, has 
led several expeditions and has widely studied, in Asia, Alaska 
and Latin '.mcrica barbaric cultures for what they might reveal 
concerning the motivations of humanities. In World War II he 
served with distinction as a. naval officer and was selected to 
Sava], Civil Affairs by reason of his knowledge of the Orients, 
psychology.

Purcell's answer was-to file for bankruptcy within 
one month conceiving that the Foundations could not continue 
without Hubbard's support. Purcell bought the Foundations 
from bankruptcy as his personal property shortly after and 
continued them in business, but, unable to U3e .-Hibbard’s name 
or additional work, the organization The Oiap.etic Foundation 
of Kansas came to exist only as a shell, quite inactive today. 

lifter resigning in early 1952, Hubbard came to 
Phoenix to visit his parents, likedthe city and with his wi i e 
Mary Sue whom he married early in 1952, settled here. He 
opened a quiet office which became that fall { l Q S 2) the Huboord 
Association of Scientologists. He had reverted "Disnetics" 
back to its original name, Scientology. 

This organization was founded by some five hundred . 
people in various p^arts of the world wno had long beer, inter¬ 
ested in Hubbard's work. Publishing a few books locally and 
issuing twice a month, the journal of Scientology, the Hj 15 
has continued a quiet carrcr in Arizona. It has opened up 
branch offices in Camden, New Jersey and London, England. -he 
association exists to publish material related to behavior 
and to train qualified people in Scientology. 

The HAS is the first organization in the field of 
"Dianeties" and Scientology to be controlled by Hubbard. It 
pays .its bills promptly as any Phoenix business firm v/ith which 
it deals can attest. 4.1 though any organization dealing with 
behaviour can attract hangers-on, there css been no ccnssuu-ances 
of this in the HAS. Hubbard's policy ci moat, orderly busi¬ 
ness and investigation is clearly manifested in the gnerai 
good repute of the HAS in Phoenix. 

In so far as possible the HAS has sought to associate 
itself with steady and reliable people. It docs permit its 
name and the name Icientology to be used tty autonomous organi¬ 
zations, Such, called associates or groups, exist in many oitie 
They use HAS materials and pay a membership fee but otherwise 
have no connection. Whey they err financially or seem'to hurt 
HAS repute, their membership is cancelled. This has happened 
recently in Los Angeles. The HA] has no other control over 
such persons. 

The addresses of the HAS are 306 North Third Street, 
Phoenix, Arizona, 507 Market Street, Camden, New Jersey, 16,3 
Holland Park Avenue,' London, England. The Camden and London 
offices are-run by committees. 

The HAS, undc-r the management of- Hubbard, has a two 
year record of good repute and responsibility. It is *wa 
.-as is- Hui.-ba rd, th-t t r.e 1950 blatant use of Hubba ri? ->a«w id¬ 
eally Foundations has often reflected against Ho progress. 

It is aware of the mountains of publicity g*r.' rated by the 
sudden and strange popularity of a book. The ILo is also aware 
that it is the first organization controlled by Hubbard and tf.it 
it enjoys good public reputation as well as good credit. It 
is content to pay its way, has no great ambition to riches and 
builds solidly as it goes. 

The HAS recently rented quarters at 401-A East Roos¬ 
evelt and 6lfi North Third Street. The latter address was once 
occupied by a psychologist. Or. Gordon Beckstead, who was in 
no way connected with the HAS. 

Awakening recently to the fact that many of its in¬ 
terested people were ministers, the HAS has assisted them to 
form churches such as the Church of American Science and the

subject, reminding us that quite' some time ago we had covenanted-with ourself that 
we would try tc bring this thing up to date on as nearly a factual basis as possible 
for us to do, - 


Particularly "moving” are the statements made to the Spokane Bureau by the secretary, 
treasurer of the Spokane Institute of Scientology, especially about Hubbard, which 
we feel have very little foundation in fact. 


However, in our opinion dianetics or Scientology or whatever they may call it next 
is a subject that Bureaus will be asked about in increasing volume, probably far 
exceeding that regarding the now deceased "Archbishop of Moscow", and there will be 
according to our experience already, this difference ir. she quality of the inquirers: 


•ht' f^lks who ask you at out dianetics will be mostly in a higher bracket mentally -- 
collt-ge or partially college-trained, husiru ss and r-roft.ssional pocclt who are 
frustrated and confused — as who isn’t.’ It is quite probable that'it will be playec 
un extensively as a treatment for alcoholism, and of course them- is always the 
possibility that it will get a big play in connection with all sorts of mental 
diseases, including insanity. v e call your particular attention to the statement of 
Hubbard (in our first bulletin) that "we (dianetics) are out to renlace medicine in 
three years." Hubbard's misadventures financially have doubtless slowed his progress 
personally, but the idea seems to be gaining. 


In view of these possible developments it seems important that Bureaus be in a 
position to deal with the subject factually, and we hope that the three bulletins we 
have issued, with those from other Bureaus, will provide a start in that direction.

Fiscal History .Originally Hubbard Dianetics Foundation was operating 
under fovir separata charters, at Loo Angeles, Hew Trunk 
City, 'Washington, D. C., Elizabeth, N. J,, and an office at Honolulu* 

None of these arc now in operation, we believe. The office at Honolulu 
was discontinued because of an old low which forbade any sort of practice 
of the kind* An action was brought against the New Jersey corporation 
for the illegal practice of medicine, alleging that DianoltC3 wan a form 
of psychiatry, therefore subject to this law. Our information form an in¬ 
terested party is that this case did not come to trial and v:ae dismissed 
when the concern left Elizabeth and came to (iichita. 

In 1950 Don G» Purcell, a builder and oil operator of Wichita, became 
interested in diBnetics and was instrumental in moving the Foundation 
to this city. The Foundation was then in financial difficulties, and 
Purcell is reported to have invested considerable money in the enter¬ 
prise, becoming president of the Kansas corporation and active in the 
management. ^ 

This Bureau received various rumors and reports of lax business manage¬ 
ment of affairs in Fichita, but nothing in the way of complaint from the 
public •ntil immediately prior to the bankruptcy action, at which t i.me we 
received three complaints that the Foundation had not lived up to its 
teaching promises.

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While the Bureau made no special study of Dianetics itself reviews 
o:' its "Handbook" Deemed to explain that its principles were to be 
ucod to ■hslp" the "reactive min da" of "engrame". 

"Engrena,” apparently, are the records of ar. individual's experionoe, 
imprinted on protoplasm or body cells* Those impressions, spoken of 
®fl beginning to form soon after the individual's conoeptioa, whan 
present, allegedly intarferkVith the processes of ths analytic or 
oonsciA^$ mind. The tonata of Dianetics, when properly praotic 3 d, 
ere supposed to result in the clearing, erasing, or resolution of 
the "engrains" so relieving the analytic mind of ite impedimenta. 

{Dianetics is defined in Webster's as meaning "of or portaining to 
reasoning, especially discursive reasoning"). 

Scsio ye are ago the American Psychiatric Association advised the 
National Better Business Bureau that it had receivod unofficial 
opinions of psychologist^ psychiatriet^and psychoanalyst 1 who had 
personal knowledge of the Hubbard System vrhich Indicated that Hubbard's 
approach was thought by thorn to be "unscientific" and "unrealistic". 

These opinions showed some concern over the techniques of Dianetics 
which permitted lay practitioners - — ^oomo of these, persons whu had 
but read the Dianetics Handbook - - to treat Tarioua illnesses. 

Also some years ago in an issue of the Journal of the American Hsdi- 
oal Association the following appeared in answers to questions about 
Dianotics> » 

“Dianetic treatment cannot be considered a 'form of psychiatry.' 

Articles on Bianetios have not appeared in national psychiatric Journ¬ 
als, bat a long article appeared recently in a science-fiction maga- 
Blno, The author, B. Hon Hubbard, ia beat known aa a science-fiction 
writer. Tho author of the recently published 'Handbook on Dianetico' 
makes fantastic olairaa tus to the efficacy of hie therapy, completely 
brushes aside current medical psychiatric understanding of mental dis¬ 
turbances and of psychotherapy. Because it promises so much to the 
reader, the book and views of the author will probably attract atten¬ 
tion. The book will be confusing to readers and cannot be reconmsnded 
by responsible physicians. 

At that time it seemed that no medical or specialized training was re¬ 
quired of those palnning to become Dianetics "Auditors". "Professional" 
or "Certified Dianetics Auditors" were trained by the Foundation in a 
one month course, the fee for which was 3500 . 

A second course was also offered, whereby tho traineo did not achieve 
"professional" status in Dianetics. This involved a series of 1$ lectures 
to teams of two who planned to co-audit each other. The stipulated fee 
for thie was 3200 ner person or ^350 per team. 





Another course wro available, which consisted of one 2 hour cessions 
conducted by a "professional auditor” and taking "each member of a 
team through reverie under the observation of hia co-auditor." The 
fee for this was given as $25 an hour. 

Bianetlo research in "Therapy and Measurement" reportedly concerned 
itself with the method "for locating and erasing engroxut," for over¬ 
coming "percsptic ahut-offa* and "grief occlusions;" with mechanioiJL 
aids to enable the mechanical and "aoniJ-production reduction of on- 
grans I" with chemical aids for reducing engr&ms and aiding normal 
erasure of coin - - with the "ultimate goal" a "one-shOt clearj" and 
with the defining of results achieved through dianetic therapy. 

In June, 1951, the New Jersey Board of Medical examiners stated it 
had instituted proceedings against Hubbard uianetic Hosearch Founda¬ 
tion for "conducting a school teaching medicine or surgery or any 
branch thereof or any method of treatment". 

The summons was servod in January, 1951, and the case involving ths 
Foundation was to have been tried on Juna 5th. In the meantime, the 
Foundation closed and left tho State of Hew Jersey. 

The hoard of Medical Ixaminors stated that this oaeo would be reopened 
should the Foundation return to Hew Jersey. 

Tho Spokane Better Business Bureau in 1953 identified an "Institute 
Of Soientelogy" or "College of Dianatico" in that City and referred to 
a oimilar organisation in Seattle. That Bureau reforred to tho uso 
and sale of a device called "Mathiaon i<uiz Ketar" and'also referred 
to it as on "Fieotropsychometer". 

In October, 1953* tire Wichita Botter Business Bureau stated that 
Hubbard uianotica Foundation, Inc. f was in bankruptcy. 

A local newspaper asked us for information on all of the foregoing 
and dew font Tost Clinic ana becauoe of the use of the name "Founding 
Church of Bcientology" and tho "Hubbard Communication Office" felt 
that there might now bo uome kind of a religious tie-up. 

He are attempting to develop information on flow Yorn Tost Clinic 
and if we ore successful wo will gladly oase It along to you.

In 1945, with the atomic attack , on Hiroshima, Mankind entered a 
new era, an era possibly as different-'from the last as the pre-fire civil¬ 
ization differs from now.

Policy: It is the long-standing policy of 
re Allied Scientists of the World to re^ 
lain itself relatively unpublicized as an 
rganization. Further it is policy not to 
se the scientific fame of its individual 
icmbers to further its purposes.

A prime policy of tiro organization is a 
conduct of itself so exemplary as never to 
cause embarrassment to any of its member¬ 
ship but so efficiently as to permit a max¬ 
imal attainment of its goals. 

The Allied Scientists of the World is non- 
ideological, non-denominational, non-racial. 
Science is considered to be beyond national, 
denominational and racial concerns. 

Organization and facilities: The Allied 
Scientists of the World is governed by a 
Board of Governors and a Board of Re¬ 
gents. The Board of Governors is elected 
by the members. It appoints management 
and sets policy. The Board of Regents is 
elected by fellows and serves as an advisory 
board to the Board of Governors. 

The organization is entirely non-profit. 
It is financed by private and public con¬ 
tribution. Its present funds are adequate 
to this stage of its operation. 

Current goals: The organization has 
determined that a needful short term goal 
is the furnishing of maximal protection to 
the people and culture of various countries 
against the threat of atomic war. 

A survey of civil defense efforts in the 
United States and elsewhere has demon¬ 
strated that existing technology has not 
been adequately employed or re-adapted for 
atomic war. The Board therefore commis¬ 
sioned a scientist well schooled in disaster 
relief with the American Red Cross and 
with European and Asiatic areas of recent 
wartime disaster as well as with American 
disaster and governmental problems to sur¬ 
vey and adapt civil plans for defense against 
the possible atomic attacks. Coordinated 
with government efforts and utilizing the 
technology of the government itself, a basic 
manual has been prepared for issue. Hav-. 


and plans and having had them passed upon 
by other competent authority, the Board has 
authorized the release of this manual. It 
is not in conflict with governmental plan¬ 
ning but, according to authoritative com¬ 
ment, utilizes much data which had been 
overlooked. 

A second stage of this plan but a separate 
■ operation in itself is the establishment of 
the means of collecting and safeguarding 
against destruction all existing scientific 
technology. This is fully understood to be a 
very large undertaking and has not been be¬ 
gun until adequate funds could be found for 
its execution. It requires construction for 
considerable extent in a non-target area and 
a competent staff. The area is now under 
survey. , .y 

The collecting and safeguarding of scien¬ 
tific technology has a wider purpose than 
the preservation of the texts necessary to a 
culture. Scientists have inadequate infor¬ 
mation services in their own activities and 
the centralized and cross-indexing of all per¬ 
tinent data to any field should in itself 
serve as an impetous to science. 

Additionally, assistance can be given in 
resolving existing conflicts with corpora¬ 
tions of patent and copyright for scientists. 

Future goals: The organization has un¬ 
der survey at this time projects which in¬ 
clude the increasing of food supplies to 
populations and the rehabilitation of terri¬ 
tories not now in use. 

The organization has several technologies 
under survey and test which have not been 
otherwise released.

Ae recorded with the Arizona State Corporation Coami?aion, its "general 
purpose" clause stated: "To establish a religious association for the 
research into the spirit and human soul and the uso and dissemination 
of findings."

The HASI is said to function for the purpose of publishing material 
related to behavior and to train qualified people in Scientology, des¬ 
cribed as a Scienco of Knowingness. 

According to information received from an associate of Hubbard: 

"It Is actually a modern approach, using mathematics and 
physics, to the philosophic subject of epistemology. The goal 
of Scientology is to bring about greater capabilities in human 
beings such as increases in recognition, memory, and reaction 
time. Such a scienco would of course address various phenomena 
such as psychosomatic illness, aberration and behavior. 

"There is no broadly stated medical opinion of Scientology, 
mainly because it does not In any way intend or pretend to 
encroach upon medicine. Its field is the study of Knowledge 
itself and its benefits are more closely allied to philosophy 
and religion than to medicine or psychology. If one ’gets 
well* in the process of knowing more about himself.or Mankind 
the benofit. is derived from knowledge gained, not treatment 
received." 

Activities allegedly include the publication of a few books locally 
and the Issuance of a semi-monthly Journal of Scientology. 

Branch offices are said to exist in Camden, New Jersey (507 Market 
Street) and London, England (163 Holland Park Avenue).

Wo have worked out a four v.oeks processing course at Southeastern that very 
favorably compares with the seme number of hours of personal processing.... The four 
weeks are composed of five days a-week, and eight hours a day, processing.. In the 
more recent classes, instead of the regular 160 hours of processing for these four 
weeks, the students have been alo.ved as much processing as they could ta.ee ..ell, which 
in some cases amounted to over 250 hours during this period.. The whole staff here is 
more interested in seeing the person have his problems resolved than they are in any¬ 
thing else, including a little extra work in the evenings and on week-ends...

The policy here is to give you os erach 
processing as is possible for the money invested.. The staff here i3 interested in 
solving your problems, rather than trying to get all the money from you that they can!

C. S. None have ever left dissatisfied, and most of tnea have their major problems 
solved in cne four weeks course.
